Jerry Ryan, Dean_ of 
Academic Services, on 
October 16, 1979 indicated 
that as of this date there is a 

, chance for the Adult Club to 
have a section in the Pen- 
thouse of the library for their 
lounge. This room _ is 
currently used for storage of 
materials some of which are 
confidential school records. 
He said there would be no 
problem over this as these 
records could be located 
elsewhere. 

He is waiting to see the 
proposal the Adult Club 
would offer because other 
groups are interested in the 
space also. : 

The Administration has 
never given a commitment 
for permanent space for the 
lounge. 

The club was given a room 
in the Y Building as a stop 
gap measure. According to

Andrew Pickney, treasurer 
of the club, this building is 
too far from the campus 
complex to be useful to the 
majority of students. 

He said, ‘“‘The room is too 
small to even be considered 
for a lounge area.”’ 

He further stated the 
Penthouse could be sec- 
tioned off at no expense to 
the school as there is money 
in the club budget for this. 

The main thrust of the club 
is to provide’ a place on 
campus for the adult 
students in study, socialize, 
and help each other with 
problems. Many adult 
students find it difficult to 
get back into the swing of 
things after being out of 
school for some time. The 
club is open to all students 
and they have some han- 
dicapped members. 


If they had a lounge area 
they could help each other 
with problems in financing, 
understanding textbooks, 
taking lecture notes and 
scheduling to name only a 
few. 


Last year there were a 
little over 200 adult students; 
this year the number has 
risen to over 340 students 
over 25. These figures do not 
include the students between 
21 to 25, night students, part 
time students, and next year 
the number may be even 
higher. 

Many adult students -I 
have talked with have said 
they could not study at home 
because of family pressures. 
One woman said she has to 
lock herself in her bedroom 
to study. Another said she 
has had such a hard time 
finding a place to study she 
may have to drop out.

next 6 credit hours I took 
from Greer, I began to un- 
derstand why he had such an 
incredible influence on 
library science students and 
colleagues. Roger Greer’s 
influence is a key to how 
you’re treated here at 
Broome Community College, 
and let me tell you a little of 
what he preached. 

First, Greer believed that 
all librarians should have a 
sign over their reference 
desk reading: ‘impose on 
me.” A librarian’s primary 
job is to help people find 
what they need to know, not 
to hide behind a book or 
magazine. 


Second, librarians should 
get books out of the libraries 
and into people’s hands 
wherever they are and 
whatever time it’s con- 
venient for the public. Take 
books and programs to 
shopping malls and com- 
munity centers on days, 
nights and weekends. 
Unused books on the shelves 
are absolutely worthless. 

Third, find out what your 
patrons need—information 
on housing, jobs, sex 
education, writing term 
papers, sports, 
religion—and go out and get 


it. If necessary, re-package - 


the information so people 
can understand it. 

Fourth, be loud and brassy 
about what you do. Use any 
device—signs, radio, 
television, displays, hand- 
books—to promote your 
programs. Convince 
students about how badly 
they need a library to sur- 
vive in the professional 
world.

Greer was - and is - a 
radical, and he knew it 
because scattered on _ his 
road to meaningful libraries 
are the white bleached bones 
of book fines, quiet in the 
library, straight laced 
librarians, and the library as 
an ivy tower escape from 
reality. 

Greer is now Dean of the 
Library Science School at 
the University of Southern 
California, and is un- 
doubtedly raising eyebrows 
there but your BCC Library 
reflects much of his type of 
thinking. It may be hard to 
notice but BCC librarians are 
constantly helping students 
and faculty find what they 
need to know. Librarians 
outreach to classes in the 
LRC and in classrooms (and 
sometimes that creates 
“‘noise’”’). We lend resources 
all over Broome County, and 
we certainly try to publicize 
what we do _ through 
newsletters, displays, media 
presentations, and hand- 


- books. 


What’s most important to 
you is that .the BCC 
Reference librarian is 
totally committed to help 
you find what you need to 
know for exercises, essays, 


papers,, or any other 
assignment. 
Remember that a 


librarian is on reference 
duty every hour the Lear- 
ning Resource Center (the 
Library) is open and that’s 7 
days a week. (5 nights until 
10:00 p.m.)

derdeveloped and poor 
nations; the lack of basic 
human rights; strengthening 
the peace process in the 
Middle East; and assistance 
to the world’s refugees; 
including. the Vietnamese 
boat people, and help for 
Cambodia’s people. 

Let’s examine briefly, and 
to the point, each of the 
issues identified for the sake 
of common understanding of 
each issue. First, is the issue 
of the affluent’s world: 
obligation to underdeveloped 
and poor nations. Involved, 
of course, in this issue is the 
fact that the nations, in- 
cluding America, that are 
affluent have the basic 
responsibility of being 
concerned about the ~non- 
affluent nations. Naturally, 
the concern must turn to 
action in which the affluent 
share their affluency with 
the non-affluent, and assist 
the non-affluent in 
establishing themselves so 
that they are able to shed 
their poverty and share in 
the world’s resources, 
whatever they may be. 

One additional factor 
needs careful thought as we 


consider this first issue and 
that is that the affluent 
nations often have become 
affluent at the expense, and 
often due to direct in- 
tervention in the affairs, of 
the non-affluent nations. 
Thus, the obligation for the 
affluent to assist the non- 
affluent becomes that much 
stronger. 

The second issue is cen- 
tered around the need for 
establishing and honoring 
basic human rights. A good 
way for us Americans to 
identify what these are is to 
read over the Bill of Rights 
which by the way, in case the 
reader doesn’t know, is part 
of our nation’s Constitution. 

Basic human rights are 
due to every citizen of our 
planet. When governments, 
leaders, institutions and 
foreign constituencies in- 
tervene in a person’s life to 
the extent that the rights of 
that person are eliminated 
and that person becomes 
subservient to that external 
force, then our planet has a 
responsibility to become 
involved in assisting that 
person to regain his-her 
rights. 

Bringing it home even 


closer, Americans because 
of their history of rights and 
defending those rights have 
a major role toplay in seeing 
that basic human rights are 
honored everywhere. We 
have an_ obligation to 
demand that our govern- 
ment does whatever it can to 
promote this concept around 
the world. Since our nation is 
a world leader there are, of 
course, various methods it 
can use to influence other 
nations to respect human 
rights. 

The third issue of 
strengthening the peace 
process in the Middle East is 
one that America has been 
deeply involved in for a 
number of years and 
recently even more so than 
in the past. It is becoming 
obvious that as the Middle 
East goes, so goes the rest of 
the world. Americans cannot 
afford to choose up sides and 
root for one over the other. 
Weare world citizens and we 
must be objective, unbiased 
and fair in our attitudes 
towards the nations in 
question because the 


majority of Americans have» 


never lived in this area of the 
world nor can they relate to

Broome Community 
College has added an art 
program this year that can 
lead graduates to careers as 
advertising and commercial 
artists, illustrators or even 
fine artists.

in Consortium 


Broome Community 
College is one of three 
colleges selected to par- 
ticipate in a newly formed 
consortium to train adjunct 
faculty members how best to 


teach at community 
colleges. ; 

The consortium has been 
established through a 


Vocational Education Grant, 
and Corning and Fulton 
Montgomery Community 
Colleges are the other 
colleges chosen for the 
program. 

The consortium is 
scheduled to begin “in 
January and will primarily 
consist of monthly sessions 
to be alternated among the 
three campuses. 

“In today’s environment 
of high costs and declining 
enrollments in many 
colleges, the use of part-time 
adjunct faculty is growing at 
most of the nation’s cam- 
puses,”’ said Jerry Ryan, 
dean of academic services at 
BCC. 

“That’s why it’s im- 
portant to have training 
sessions for these people. We 
want them to be as familiar 
as our full-time faculty with 
the goals of community 
colleges and the _ best 
methods of teaching our 
students.” 

The sessions are for those 
people who are currently 
teaching part-time at the 
three colleges. 


pursuing a career in the 
field, Keller emphasized. 
Together the two 
programs have attracted 
more than 80 students this 
year— 46 in the Art Program 
and 35 in Interior Design. 
One of the major dif- 
ferences in the two 
programs is that the Art 
Career Program is for full- 
time day students, while the 
Interior Design curriculum 
is for part-time students 
because many of them are 
working people in the field. 
Keller also noted that the 
four-semester sequence of 
art courses is new this year. 
These courses enable a 
student to have a studio art 
course each semester, in 
addition to a choice of such 
other courses as History of 
Art and History of Ar- 
chitecture, and courses in 
sculpture, ceramics and 
design. 
The four sequential studio 
courses are Studio Art 


Drawing, Beginning 
Painting, Experimental 
Painting, and Advanced 


Painting.

With the current career 
exploration workshops going 
on on campus, and the 
Liberal Arts Forum coming 
on November 6 and 8, I’d like 
to take this opportunity to 
share a few thoughts on the 
benefits of a Liberal Arts 
education.

Many fear speaking in front 
of groups - the funny thing is 
that most people find that 
they can do it. The writing 


—_-and organization ability that 


is gained from doing those 
tedious and time-consuming 
papers often 


become important when the 
time comes for you to plan 
and implement your job 
search. From classroom 
discussions - come ap- 
preciation of different points 
of view and the opportunity 
to express yourself. 

I'd like to close this 
column by quoting from an 
article from the September 


1978 issue of Psychology 
Today:5 —<". liberal 
education appears to 


promote increases in con 
ceptual and social-emotional 
sophistication. Thus, ac- 
cording to a number of new 
tests we developed, students 
trained in the Liberal Arts 
are better able to formulate 
valid concepts, analyze 
arguments, define them- 


selves, and orient them- 
selves maturely to their 
world.” 


With a Liberal Arts 
education, your options are 
wide and varied.
